the Father of His Country. 


"As the day advanced the patient 


Washington began to realize the ex- 
treme gravity of Ills condition," writes

Home Journal. "Suffering and nearly 
exhausted, he asked his wife to bring 
him his wills from his desk and indi- 
cated which of the two should be de- 
stroyed. Toward night he became very 
weak. 'I Dnd I am going now,' he said, 
and added, after giving injunctions as 
to his accounts and papers, 'It is the 
debt which we must all pay.' 


"Occasionally he made such remarks

PLANT COMMENCED 


When Completed It will be a Great 


Thing for This Section of the 


Country. 


There has heea considerable progress 


n the erection of the power plant for 
applying Virginia City and the sur- 
ounding country with electric power. 
?be work on the large dam across the 
'rnekea river haa been started. A 
ood portion of the material to be need 
s already on tho ground, and 
the 


lalance ia being delivered rapidly. 
}bh dam is situated below the paper 
nill, and about 
one and one-half 


miles from the station of Floriston. It 
rill be oue of the most substantial 
ams ever erected ott the river, and 
verything ia being done with the idea 
f making this structure substantial 
nd permanent, 
The construction company has a 


arge force of men and will keep them 
teadily employed, expecting to have 
tie dam completed by the middle of 
March. All the work will progress as 
apidly as the weather and the delivery 
f material will permit. 
Most of the material for the power 
Qao has been ordered. This bnild- 


ng ia to be constructed of brick, with 
tone foundation, and the plans pro- 
ids for solid concrete foundations for 
tie waterwbeels and generators. The 
owerhouee is to ba'fireproof through- 
nt, and will be quite a substantial 
trnoture. 
It is the intention to have all work 
n the water power development com- 
ileted, and the buildings ready to 
eoeive the machinery aa soon as it 
rrives on the ground.
